He rtialt take them "before a magis- 
trate" where a flne of from $5 to

offense. 

Since the Juvenile court law 
paaaed great trouble had beea es- 
perleaced by incorrigible boys. Their 
crlmee are too small for a term In th 
reform school and there being no 
place in the city lo conflne them, tha 
autborltles are powerless lo Inflict 
punishment.
